Campaigns Turn to the Undecideds 


Demographic is intent 
on voting yet it isn’t 
paying much attention 


Washington 

Loretta Mitchell is 100 percent sure 
she’s going to vote in the presiden- 
tial race come November. She doesn’t 
have a clue who’ll get that vote. 

That makes her a rare and high- 
ly sought after commodity: an unde- 
cided likely voter. 

The challenge for President Barack 
Obama and Republican Mitt Rom- 
ney is how to lay claim to this small 
but mightily important swath of the 
electorate. These people are truly up 
for grabs, they claim they’re intent on 
voting and yet they aren’t paying that 
much attention. 

With six weeks left in the cam- 
paign, just 7 percent of likely voters 
have yet to pick a candidate, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press-GfK poll. 
When combined with those who are 
leaning toward one candidate or 
the other but far from firm in their 
choice, about 17 percent of likely vot- 
ers are what pollsters consider “per- 
suadable.” 

The triggers for how and when 
the undecideds will make up their 
minds are intensely personal. 

So the campaigns have to hope to 
pick them off as they pursue swing 
groups in the most competitive states

We’re Just Not That Into You 

While 69 percent of likely voters report they’re 
paying a great deal of attention to the race, the 
figure drops to 59 percent for persuadable likely 
voters. Among the larger group of all registered 
voters, just 31 percent of persuadables show much 
interest in the campaign. President Barack Obama 
frequently tells campaign crowds, “Reach out to 
folks who don’t follow politics that closely. Talk to 
somebody who’s undecided." (ap) 


2012’s Central Issue 

The economy is one reason both 
campaigns are pouring so much mon- 
ey into advertising in the most contest- 
ed states, and why so many ads focus 
on the campaign’s central issue. Per- 
suadable voters are deeply negative 
about the current state of the econo- 
my. Almost two-thirds call it poor, and 
only 28 percent expect the economy 
to improve in the coming year. That is 
far more pessimistic than other voters. 
Fifty percent of likely voters who have 
settled on a candidate think the econo- 
my will improve in the next year, (ap) 


— segments of voters such as inde- 
pendents, seniors and white work- 
ing-class voters. 

While 84 percent of likely voters 
overall think it’s been easy to make 
a decision this year, the undecideds, 
unsurprisingly, are having a tough 
time. Fifty-six percent of persuad- 
ables report having difficulty choos- 
ing sides. 

Michael McGeehan, a 22-year- 
old from Salem, Ore., thinks that’s 
the way it should be. 

McGeehan is leaning toward 
Obama but says anything is possi- 
ble because “things can happen.” 
He adds: “There’s a lot of people 
who have their minds made up too 
far in advance.”

Houston Officer Fatally 
Shoots Double Amputee 


Houston 

A Houston police officer shot and 
killed a one-armed, one-legged man 
in a wheelchair Saturday inside a 
group home after police say the dou- 
ble amputee threatened the officer 
and aggressively waved a metal 
object that turned out to be a pen. 

Police spokeswoman Jodi Silva 
said the man cornered officer Mat- 
thew Jacob Marin in his wheelchair 
and was making threats while try- 
ing to stab Marin with the pen. At 
the time, the officer did not know 
what the metal object was that the 
man was waving, Silva said. 

“Fearing for his partner’s safety 


and his own safety, he discharged 
his weapon,” Silva said. 

Police did not immediately 
release the name of the man who 
was killed. They were called to the 
home after a caretaker reported the 
man in wheelchair was causing a 
disturbance. John Garcia, the owner 
of the group home, said the man 
had a history of mental illness. 

Marin, a five-year veteran of 
the department, was immediate- 
ly placed on three-day administra- 
tive leave, which is standard in all 
shootings involving officers. 

Houston police records indicate 
that Marin also fatally shot a sus- 
pect in 2009. (AP)

Move comes in wake

The Libyan army on Sunday said 
it raided several militia outposts 
operating outside government con- 
trol in the capital, Tripoli, while in 
the east, the militia suspected in the 
Sept. 11 attack on the U.S. Consul- 
ate said it had disbanded on orders 
of the country’s president. 

President Mohammed el-Mega- 
ref said late Saturday all of the 
country’s militias must come under 
government authority or disband, a 
move that appeared aimed at har- 
nessing popular anger against the 
powerful armed groups after the 
attack that killed U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Chris Stevens amid protests 
over an anti-Islam film produced 
in the U.S. 

The assault on the U.S. mission 
in Benghazi, which also killed three 
other Americans, has sparked an 
angry backlash among many Lib- 
yans against the armed factions 
that run rampant across the nation

Iraq has executed nearly 100 peo- 
ple so far this year, a big increase 
over previous years that has inten- 
sified concern about whether defen- 
dants are receiving fair trials in a 
country where the U.S. has spent 
billions of dollars trying to reform 
the judicial system. 

The government says most of 
the executed were convicted of ter- 
rorism. But international observers 
worry that the legal process is faulty 
and that some trials are politically 
motivated, including this month’s 
death sentence against Iraq’s fugi- 
tive Sunni vice president, Tariq al- 
Hashemi, a foe of Shiite Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki.

SmarTrip Plan Is Stalled 


Oversight holds up 
rollout of new vending 
machines at stations 


Washington 

As part of Metro’s campaign to 
push riders to ditch paper fare- 
cards, every station in the system 
was supposed to have a SmarTrip 
card vending machine by now. 

The plan was to have at least one 
machine in each station by Sept. 
1, two months after a raft of fare 
changes went into effect, includ- 
ing a $1 surcharge on trips paid 
for with paper farecards. 

But in nearly half of the sys- 
tem’s 86 stations, Metro riders still 
don’t have a way to buy a SmarTrip 
card because Metro failed to ensure 
that the new vending machines, 
which cost $12,000 each, com- 
plied with the Americans With 
Disabilities Act. 

And it’s going to be months 
before the new machines are ready 
to come out from under the plas- 
tic sheets covering them at Friend- 
ship Heights, Clarendon and other 
stations. 

That hasn’t stopped the tran- 
sit agency from collecting the sur- 
charge, which still catches some 
riders by surprise, despite notices 
on the fare machines. 

“As a consumer, I was never 
informed that I was paying more 
because I am using the paper 
card,” Mauro Moran, a gov- 
ernment contractor, said in a 
recent interview after entering 
the Twinbrook station using a 
paper card. 

Moran said he had noticed he 
was using up his fare value fast- 
er than usual but thought the rea- 
son was the fare increase that went 
into effect in July.

Despite the delay, Metro’s Smar- 
Trip push appears to be on its 
way to accomplishing its goal 
of saving money spent on print- 
ing paper cards and maintain- 
ing fare machines. Metro sold 
111,200 SmarTrip cards in Au- 
gust, an increase of 36 percent 
over the 81,563 sold during the 
same month last year, (twp) 


“Now I feel I have to switch to 
plastic,” he said. 

Metro spokesman Dan Stessel 
said the agency took responsibili- 
ty for the delay. 

“We erred in the rollout of these 
machines, and we apologize for any 
inconvenience,” he said. 

The first shipment of the new 
machines did not have the audio 
and Braille features required 
under the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act. 

But Metro thought it could 


roll out the machines and add 
the audio and Braille a couple of 
months later. 

When disability advocates 
raised concerns, Metro realized 
that going forward would violate 
the ADA, and the transit agency 
halted the rollout. 

So nearly three weeks after 
every station was to have its own 
SmarTrip card dispenser, riders at 
nearly half of the stations in the 
Metrorail system are out of luck 
if they need to buy a card. 

And in the stations where they 
can buy cards, riders have to use 
older, less-reliable machines that 
are in line to be replaced. 

SmarTrip cards are available 
online and at Metro sales offic- 
es, commuter stores and retail 
outlets. 

“Anyone who wants a Smar- 
Trip has many, many options 
for getting one,” Stessel said.

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strike Looms at Pepco 


Union leaders say 
they fear first work 
stoppage since 1985 

Washington 

A new contract between Pepco 
and its 1,150 linemen, electricians 
and other workers has stalled for 
months, and union leaders said 
they’re worried that the first strike 
in 27 years could soon happen. 

Despite 51 meetings and help 
from a federal mediator, the com- 
pany and its union. International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers Local 1900, are at an impasse. 
Last week, Pepco offered what it 
describes as its “last, best and final” 
offer to union leaders, who will brief 
members Monday. 


Backstory 

In 1985, the union's 3,300 members 
walked out for five days after con- 
tract negotiations fell apart. At is- 
sue was the company’s resistance to 
giving more generous pay and bene- 
fits despite earning record profits at 
the time: $168 million in 1984. Work- 
ers picketed the 10 Pepco facilities 
for days, (the Washington post) 


On Wednesday, members are 
scheduled to vote on the offer. 
Union leadership wants them to 
reject it. If that happens, the union 
could strike, or Pepco could declare 
a lockout. A work stoppage would 
be the second in the company’s 
116-year history and the first since 
August 1985. 


IBEW Local 1900 President 
James A. Griffin said he was not 
confident that a strike or a lock- 
out can be avoided. “I can’t say I 
feel confident, no. The only other 
time I felt like this was in 1985,” 
he said. 

A strike would come at a bad 
time for Pepco, which serves 
788,000 customers in Maryland 
and the District and has been 
criticized in recent years over its 
response to power outages. Employ- 
ees and local officials have also 
faulted Pepco for employing too 
few senior linemen and too many 
less-capable contractors to fix util- 
ity equipment. 

Pepco spokeswoman Myra 
Oppel said that a lockout “is not 
something we are considering.”

Firms: Step Away From the Inbox 


Businesses asking 
employees to avoid 
after-hours email 

Washington 

On Friday, employees at the Advi- 
sory Board were given an unusual 
task: Stay off email. 

Stash away those smartphones 
and laptops, the District firm 
instructed. For those who just can’t 
stay away, read but don’t reply. And 
while we’re at it, ignore your inbox 
throughout the weekend, too. 

The consulting firm’s push for 
no after-hours email is part of a 
growing effort by some employers 


to rebuild the boundaries between 
work and home that have crumbled 
amid the do-more-with-less ethos 
of the economic downturn. 

In recent years, one in four com- 
panies has created similar rules on 
email, both formal and informal, 
according to a recent survey by the 
Society for Human Resource Man- 
agement. Firms trying out these 
policies include Volkswagen, some 
divisions of PricewaterhouseCoo- 
pers and shipping company PBD 
Worldwide. 

For the vast majority of compa- 
nies and federal offices, the mud- 
dying of work and personal time 
has had financial advantages. Cor- 
porations and agencies, unable to 



hire, are more productive than ever 
thanks in part to work-issued smart- 
phones, tablets and other mobile 
technology, economists say. 


And that presents one of the 
great conundrums of our reces- 
sionary era: Email has helped 
companies eke out more from 
each worker. But the perpetually 
plugged work culture is also mak- 
ing us feel fried. 

“There is no question email is 
an important tool, but it’s just gone 
overboard and encroached in our 
lives in a way where employees 
were feeling like it was harder and 
harder to achieve a good balance,” 
said Robert Musslewhite, chief 
executive of the Advisory Board, 
a health and education research 
and software-services firm. 

Official numbers show just one 
in 10 people brings work home. 


according to a Labor Department 
report in 2010. But economists say 
that figure is wildly conservative 
because it counts only those who 
are clocking in those hours for 
extra pay. 

More often, employees work eve- 
nings and weekends beyond their 
normal hours and do not record that 
time with their employers, labor 
advocacy groups say. And that’s 
made work bleed into just about 
every vacant space of time. 

“Problems with work-life bal- 
ance have become much worse, 
especially as the economy has 
taken a downturn,” said Catherine 
Ruckelshaus, the legal codirector 
of the National Employment Law 
Project. “Fewer workers doing 
jobs more used to do and are get- 
ting squeezed to do more work.”

1 Want to Cry Right Now’ 


D.C. is saddened 
by the death of 
the National Zoo’s 
newborn panda 

Washington 

The National Zoo’s week-old giant 
panda cub, born to the delight of the zoo 
and the Washington region, died Sun- 
day morning, the zoo announced. 

Keepers heard “distressed 
vocalizations” from the female giant 
panda, Mei Xiang, at 9:17 a.m. Sunday, 
and realized “this is not right, this is not 
good,” said zoo spokeswoman Pamela 
Baker-Masson. 

The keepers also realized they had 
stopped hearing the cub’s healthy 
squealing, which had been going on 
for a week and was good sign of a 
thriving cub. 

A veterinarian performed cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation, administered 
oxygen with a tiny mask and gave the 
cub emergency drugs, zoo officials said. 
But it could not be revived. 

“This is devastating news for the 
entire Smithsonian National Zoo com- 
munity, our staff, our volunteers, the 
people all over Washington and all 
over the nation that were following the 
wonderful announcement of the birth 
of this cub,” zoo director Dennis Kelly 
said Sunday. 

The zoo said it was not clear why the 
cub died, but a necropsy was scheduled 
to be performed Sunday night. The zoo 
said it might have preliminary results 
by Monday. 

Chief veterinarian Suzan Murray 
noted that upon preliminary exami- 
nation, “There were no external signs 
of trauma, no signs of clinical illness 
or disease.” 

“The cub was just beautiful,” Mur- 
ray said, her voice shaking for a second. 
“Beautiful little body. Beautiful face, 
with the markings just beginning to 
show around the eye. ... Couldn’t have 
been more beautiful.” 

Mei Xiang had been “a fabulous 
mom, taking very good care of the cub,”

Breaking It to the Kids 

Rose Barnaba, 33, of Baltimore said she cried when she learned Mei Xiang’s cub had died. 
“The whole thought of a mother losing a child —whether it’s a human or an animal— that re- 
ally hits close to home," she said. Before the announcement Sunday, Barnaba, her husband 
and daughter, Mariah, 2, tried to visit the closed-off panda exhibit. Barnaba told Mariah that 
the pandas were sleeping. She said she won’t bring up the cub’s death. “She’s too young to 
comprehend," Barnaba said. Nearby, Nancy Jackson, 62, of Madison, Wise., said she needed 
to treat the issue “very carefully": She didn’t want to ruin granddaughter Isabel’s trip. Marc 
Stress, 43, of Syracuse, N.Y., said his son, Orion, made it a priority to see the pandas. He said 
they weren’t going to break the news to Orion until later; it was his birthday weekend, (t wp) 


Murray said. Indeed, Mei Xiang had 
been holding the cub so close to her 
body, apparently to nurse it and keep 
it warm, that zoo officials had scarcely 
been able to glimpse it on the panda- 
cam that was monitoring the den. 

Murray said the adult giant pandas 
appeared to be in good health Sunday, 
although the staff had a close eye on 
Mei Xiang because it was the first time 
she had lost a cub. 

The cub was born a week ago, at

One of the cubs was still- 
born; two others died of pneumo- 
nia within a day; another died from 
lack of oxygen after birth; and the 
final cub died of an infection after 
four days. Mei Xiang’s cub had not 
yet been named in accordance with 
Chinese tradition — it was to receive 
a name after 100 days. It will not be 
named posthumously, zoo director 
Dennis Kelly said. (AP)

10:46 p.m. last Sunday, to jubilation 
across the region. 

The surprise birth came after five 
failed attempts to get Mei Xiang preg- 
nant, and zoo experts thought the 
chances of her having another cub were 
less than 10 percent. The cub probably 
weighed about four ounces, Kelly said, 
and was so small that zoo scientists 
didn’t yet know what sex it was. 

On Sunday, zoo goers were dismayed 
and stricken at the news. 

“I want to cry right now,” said 
Diana Salguero, 24, of Manassas, Va. 
“I’m heartbroken. I’ve been excited all 
week. That’s why I came out today.” (the

After two road games to open the 
season, the Redskins returned 
to FedEx Field on Sunday but 
didn’t get to enjoy the comforts 
of home.

Washington mus- 
tered one final comeback attempt, 
but fell short and lost, 38-31. 

After falling behind 24-7 and 
scoring 17 straight points to tie the 
game, Washington gave up two 
quick touchdowns before a two-yard 
touchdown run by Robert Griffin 
III with 3:38 left to play pulled the 
Redskins within a touchdown. 

Washington failed on an ensuing 
onside kick attempt, but got a stop 
from its defense. The Redskins got 
the ball back on their own 2-yard 
line with only 1:47 left on the clock, 
however, and no timeouts left.

At 76, guitarist Buddy Guy 
is doing everything he can 
to preserve the music he's 
spent a Lifetime making 

Personalities 

Ask Chicago guitar legend Buddy Guy 
about the future of the blues and he’ll give 
a depressing — but direct — answer. 

“It’s scary,” Guy says. “I’m still going 
to play my music because I love what I’m 
doing, but we need all the support we can 
to keep the blues alive.” 

After five decades in the business, Guy, 
76, is doing what he can to make sure 
the genre — and his late contemporaries 
such as Muddy Waters, Howlin’ Wolf and 


Junior Wells — lives on. Earlier this year 
Guy wrote his autobiography, “When I 
Left Home,” and the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame member is mentoring Massachusetts 
eighth-grader and blues guitarist Quinn 
Sullivan (see box at right). 

Guy will garner even more attention in 
December when he receives a 2012 Kenne- 
dy Center Honor in Washington. 

“He has expressed his fear that it may 
be all lost after he’s gone,” says Janice 
Monti, a sociology professor at Domini- 
can University who studies blues music, 

“I think as he’s gotten older he’s incred- 
ibly aware of this mandate he received 
from Muddy and the Wolf to keep this 
all going.” 

Guy says blues music is often ignored 
in a marketplace obsessed with young art-

Guy began his career as a sideman, 
eventually earning a spot as a regular ses- 
sion musician at Chicago’s famed Chess 
Records and finding a mentor in blues 
musician and producer Willie Dixon. 

Guy developed his own recording 
career later in life, with albums including 
199 Ts “Damn Right, I’ve Got the Blues.”

The book details Guy’s childhood 
in Louisiana, his move to Chicago 55 
years ago and his music career. He said 
he considers his performance for Presi- 
dent Barack Obama at the White House 
in February with Rolling Stones singer 
Mick Jagger to be the professional pinna- 
cle of his career. Guy successfully prod- 
ded the president to sing a few lines of 
“Sweet Home Chicago.” 

“To say you played the blues with 
the president sitting there smiling, 
that’s one you can’t forget,” Guy says. 
Guy is constantly on the road, play- 
ing as many as 16 shows a month. 

“I don’t know nothing else to do 
now,” he says. “I’m enjoying it. I get 
tired, but you get tired if you’re working 
in the steel mills, so what’s to complain?”
